There are vet only two places absolutely 
fixed inthe Cabinet. These are: For Secre- 
tary of State, James G. Blaine; for Secretary 
of the Treasury, Charles J. Folger. It may 
be, if things are not adjusted to suit Blaine, 
that he may yet reconsider his purpose to go 
into the Cabinet, and not be a member of it. 
The section of the Revised Statutes which 
was urged against the appointment of Levi P. 
Morton to the Treasury is as follows: 

No person appointed to the office of See- 
retary of the Treasury, or First Comptroller, 
or First Auditor, or Treasurer, or Register 
shall, directly or indirectly, be concerned or 
interested in carrying on the business of 
trade or commerce, or be owner, the whole or 
in part, of any sea vessel, or purchase, by 
himself or any other interest for him, any 
public lands or other public property, or be 
concerned in the purchase or disposal of any 
public securities of any State or of the United 
States, or take or apply to his own use anv 
emolument or gain for negotiating or trans- 
acting any businessin the Treasury Depart- 
po other that what shall be allowed by 
aw. 

After Conkling left Mentor he went direct 
to Albany, and hada conference with Judge 
Folger. The latter was to have left Albany 
for Mentor on Thursday night, and probably 
had his conference with Garfield on Friday. 
Conkling’s friends say that Gen. Garfield did 
not suggest Folger’s name, but that Conkling 
named four men—the first Morton, the second 
Folger, the remaining two not yet known.

Speculations as tothe Organization of 
the Next Senate—Congressional 
Proceedings. 


The Organization of the Senate. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., February 22.—The 
fact that Senator Carpenter’s family physician 
in Wisconsin has been telegraphed for) has 
led to the general conclusion that the Senator 


is in a very critical condit- 
ion. He is quite ill, it is 
true, but his attending physician 


stated to-day that the Senator rested better 
than usual last night, and that a decided im- 
provement in his condition was visible this 
morning. The physician is confident that the 
Senator will recover. Itisthought now that 
Senator Carpenter will not. unless 
he should improve with remarkable 
rapidity, be able to occupy his seat and take 

art in the organization on the 5th of March. 
Should he be absent and should Mahone vote 
with the Republicans they will then have only 
37 votes, calculating that Pennsylvania will 
elect a Republican Senator in time to 
take his seat at the organization, 
to thirty-eight Democratic votes. Some Dem- 
ocrats maintain that in such case where party 
supremacy depends on the result that no 
Democrat should pair with Senator Carpen- 
ter. Thej fact that in organizing the present 
House two years ago the Democrats had to 
bring their sick and dying in to vote in order 
to have the requisite majority is referred to as 
a precedent to show that in 
cases involving the control of one house of 
Congress pairs are entirely out of order. Par- 
ties are so evenly divided in the Senate that 
all sorts of maneuvering is going on as the 
time of ‘organization approaches, and maybe 
Carpentér’s vote will be offset by a sick Dem- 
ocrat then. 

WILL NOT BE VETOED. 

It is stated at the Capitol to-day 
by Congressman who have the President and 
Secretary Sherman that the funding bill will 
not be vetoed but will hecome a law. 


The Sugar Question. 
WASHINGTON, February 22.—The hearing 
on the sugar question was resumed this morn- 
ing before the Ways and MeansCommittee of the 
House of Representatives. Mr. Frye inquired 


whether the representatives of the sugar in- 
terest had agreed upon and were prepared to 
present * measure of relief. Mr. Have- 
meyer nformed him yesterday 
that the principal objection to the Carlisle 
bill would be removed . the insertion of a 
provision for the establishment of bonded 
sugar warehouses. Mr. Frye then submitted 
the following asthe amendment. proposed: 
That bonded warehouses for refining sugar 
may be established at any port of entry 
in the United States under 
such regulations as the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury may prescribe. Any imported sugar may 
be transferred to said warehouses without 
payment of duty; the product of such refiner- 
les may be exported free of duty, or may be 
withdrawn for consumption in the United 
States in payment of the same duties as would 
have accrued thereon had they been 
imported in the condition in which thev are 
withdrawn from the warehouses. 

Mr. Frye said he had submitted this pro- 
vision to Assistant, Secretary French, of the 
Treasury. who saw no objection to it. 

The committee will hold a special meeting 
to-morrow to take action on the bill and the 
propo-ed amendment. 


The Inaugural Ceremonies. 

WASHINGTON, February 22.—The Military 
Comunitteeof the Committee on Inaugural 
Ceremonies, not deeming the programme is- 
sued by the Chief Marshal, General W. T. 
sherman, suitable for the occasion, adopted a 
programme ofits own which will be sub- 
mitted to the Executive Committee for action. 


The general plan of parade accord- 
ing to this programme is that 
all organizations intending to participate 


therein, civic as well as military, shall act as 
an escort, and upon arrival at the capitol take 
a position within sight of the east front and 
as near the capitol as the nature of the 
ground. 

WASHINGTON’S BIRTHDAY. 

The Executive Departments and other Gov- 
ernment buildings, except the capitol, were 
closed in honor ot Washington’s birthday. 
Extensive frrangements have been made for 
celebrating the day at Alexandria, Va. 
There is to be a grand procession during the 
day and at night a carnival and illumination.

Gorgeous Credentials. 

WASHINGTON, February 22.—The State of 
Nevada may be the most insignificant com- 
monwealth of the Union, but she gets up the 
credentials of her Senators in a gorgeous style 
which distances all competition. The creden- 
tials of Mr. Fair, which were presented in the 
Senate vesterday, were made on paper almost 
as thick as parchment. They were written 
with crooks and hooks and flourishes enough 
to excite the envy of a rural professor of pen- 
manship, and the great seal of the State, as 
imprinted on gold-leaf and attached to the 
paper, was as large asasunflower. The cre- 
dentials have beenin Washington for some 
time, but were not presented until yesterday 
because ofa suspicion, which somehow or 
other had been engendered, that they might 
not be in proper technical form, and therefore 
some objection might be made to Mr. Fair’s 
admission. It was found, however, that they 
were all right.

“The ladies tested the electrical spark by re- 
ceiving the current, which was harmless, 
making merely a tickling or tingling in the 
fingers. They were told that any of the car- 
bon light currents would have the effect on 
them of a stroke of lightning. We then went 
into the large laboratory room, filled with 
tools, and a number of the small bulbous 
lamps were hung on copper wires, which 
stretched in every direction. The moment a 
lamp was lifted off the wire it went out, and 
the moment it was put back lighted up again 
with the same white, pleasing flame. Then 
turning a common cock certain of the lights 
would go out, and turning it on again they 
would all start of themselves. 

Nov go to the window,” he said, and I 
will put tne lamps down in the fields out for 
von.“ These lamps covered what was equiv- 
nlent to a three hundred acre farm. Turning 
u certain cock every one of the lamps went 
out, and the whole blazing landscape turned 
into unmediate darkness.

His business 
associates say that his health is perfect, and 
he has not asolitary bad habit except smok- 
ing tobacco. They only fear that his inaif- 
ference to sleep and habit of lying down any 
where with a stick of wood under his head, 
or nothing at all, and sleeping for hours, may 
injure him. He never sits but six minutes at 
the table, and never eats but one dish, and 
his favorite food is apple pie and milk. He 
told methat without some knowledge and 
experience in business the greatest talents 
would go to waste.

The Uvalde Hesperian #!*%s an account of 

a‘fatal rencounter that reads like some of the 
burlesques on life in Texas, where neighbors 
are represented as shooting each other in the 
most amiable spirit. The Hesperian’s story 
is only too true: 
Jack Kelly, who resides in the vicinity of the 
Sabina Canyon, near Waresville, came into 
Uvalde and surrendered to Sheriff Patterson, 
stating that he had killed, in self-defense, the 
Rev. J. A. J. Smith on Wednesday, the 19th 
ult. Mr. Kelly made the following statement 
in regard to the tragedy: Some one must 
have been speaking to Mr. Smith in regard to 
his having grazed sheep on Mr. Smith’s land, 
and he knows no other cause would have led 
to the affuir. 

When ney first saw Smith the latter was 
in his buggx, following Kellv’s sheep. This 
Was about 3:30 p. m., and Smith had been 
with them two hours.

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Attempt to Have thé City Editor of the 
» Committed for Contempt. 

Yesterday at 2 o’clock the city editor of the 
PoOsT-DISPATCH was again summoned before 
the Grand Jury to answer certain questions 
which they had put to him last Friday, and 
which acting under instructions he had re- 
fused to answer. Still declining to give any 


information, he was ordered to report at five

and Judge Laughlin mounted the bench. The 
first thing the Grand Jury did was to return 
indictments against the four police officers, 
Grimes, Belt, Todd and Monaghan.

Why Col. Knapp Removed Hayden, 
Jones and Taylor.

What the Seventy Will Do To-Night for 
the Persecuted Trio. 


The battle between the Advisory Board and 
the Seventy continues to be waged 
with renewed activity on each side. 
The Seventy are almost of one mind that no 
compromise of any nature can be accepted. 
Some few of the gentlemén speak of a possi- 
ble reconciliation, but, as a prominent mem- 
ber excitedly stated this morning, 
it is very likelx that to-night’s 
meeting at Armory Hall will ‘*Kick out” any 
proposition which does not allow the Seventy 
to have full and complete control of the selec- 
tion of these representatives. The Advisory 
Board have sought a union with the reformers 
fromthe beginning. All the offers have come 
from that side. While the coalition was 
doubtful, the Knapp crowd were willing to 
make anv concession. When the terms were 
made they began to show theirthand. It hus 
always been a matter of great 
wonder that the Central Committee 
should have turned up its toes so easily and 
passed its political death warrant with so lit- 
tle hesitation. The puzzle is now being 
solved. It is stated that Mr. George Kuapp 
bad informed the committee that if it passed 
the resolution confirming all its powers 
upon his board, he would. see 
that the Kerwin crowd would lose nothing by 
it. The Central Committee was especially de- 
sirous that the names of the judges and clerks 
of the primaries shoul pass through its 
hands, and the body was told to ask no ques- 
tions, but pass the resolution, and the 
wish would be granted. The Advisory 
Board’s action in striking out the names of 
Messrs. Taylor, Hayden and Jones is said to 
be the final step in this direction. 

„tell you the whole story,” said a mem- 
ber of the Seventy this morning. Colonel 
Knapp must have a majority in the cam- 
paign committee of fifteen to carry 
out his promises to the 
Central Committee. Nobody who knows 
these latter gentlemen is fool enough to think 
that they have thrown up the sponge. Now, 
Knapp has already secured one convert. and 
if he can get another everything will be ser- 
ene. The plan after that will 
be as follows: When the campaign committee 
is preparing for the primaries, Knapp will 
state, in bis humble manner, that he knows 
nothing about the details of loeal politics, and 
he is sure the other gentlemen feel that they 
are inthe same box. The Colonel will say, 
‘Here is A list of judges und 
clerks prepared by my friend 
Kerwin. He knows all about these matters. 
Let us see what we can make of them. 

„Does Kerwin stand in with Knapp?!“ 
reporter asketl in surprise. 

Does he?!“ replied the 
derisively, „Why!“ the Colone! told 
Judge M. Jones the other 
day that Mr. Kerwin was an intelligent and 
capable gentleman for whom he had the 
greatest respect. He is a much abler man 
than you or I, and will be of much service to 
us,’ said Mr. Knapp to the Judge, while the 
latter listened with surprise.

A Grand Scheme for Reconstructing and 
Paving the Streets.

Notwithstanding the near approach of the 
spring election and the end of the present 
session of the Municipal Assembly, the repre- 
sentatives of the city and the Gas Company 
continue to work at a compromise of existing 
difticulties. A few weeks ago some members 
of the Assembly committee were of a mind to 


stop negotiations and let the whole matter go 
over to the next administration. Since then, 
however, interestinthe settlement has been 
renewed, and yesterday and to-day nego- 
tiations have been approaching nearer a 
satisfactory conclusion than before. Mr. 
ltowse, of the Conference Committee, is hope- 
ful that he and his associates may have a plan 
matured to recommend tothe Assembly in a 
very few days. Ina general way the proposi- 
tion may be stated. It contemplates a rebate 
from the company on the public lamps and a 
tax payable to the city on the company’s Jusi- 
ness or a copartnership. It is quite likely the 
plan will embrace both a tax on the business 
and an additional interest in the profits. The 
charter of the company authorizes the ealling 
of the meeting of stockholders by such notice 
as the directors may deem proper, and in this 
the proposition might be submitted for the 
-company’s ralification without any delay. 
Heretofore the city’s representatives have been 
asking more than the company’s representa- 
tives were willing to concede, and not only 
that butneither side was willing to negotiate 
on the same basis as the other. The company 
Wanted the city to acquire and hold an inter- 
est und thus be concerned in the continuance 
of the charter privileges. The city wanted a 
fixed sum to be paid annually, 
regardless of the amount of  busi- 
ness. The compromise will probably 
be the incorporation of both features in the 
settlement. It is claimed by the company’s 
representatives that the concessions made to 
the city and the consumers will amount inthe 
aggregate toover$4,000,000, in the period from 
1876, When the receiver took charge, until 
Ish, as against what was agreed in the 
tripartite contract of 1875. That is to say, if 
the tripartite contract had been carried out, 
the company would have been four millions 
better off in 18!) than they will be under the 
operation of the concessionss.. The rep- 
resentatives of the company ~ tigure out 
that, by the division of the profits thev are 
Willing to agree to, the city can anticivate im- 
mediately an increase of revenue to the 
amount of at least $300,000, and possibly as 
high as $900,000. They sav that with their 
plan accepted and put in operation the city 
could undertake the reconstruction of the 
streets @n.a scale that has not been dreamed 
of. The present revenue is as 
large as can be derived under 
the existing. statutes, and so much is 
eaten up by salaries and interest on the debt 
that next to nothing is left for improve- 
ments. The gas people say the city would be 
justified, from the prospective protits to come 
out of the interest in the gas business, in put- 
ting a thousand men to work in reconstruct- 
ing and paving. The plan looks so pretty that 
the Assemblymen have already began to dis— 
cuss how the money shall be laid out. The 
job which meets with the most 
favor is the paving of Broadway and 
its continuation from Salisbury street on the 
north tothe Arsenal on the south. It is pos- 
sible that Mr. Rowse’s committee may sub- 
mit their recommendation at the next meet- 
ing of the Assembly. A few weeks ago Mr. 
Rowse was anything but satisfied with the 
prospect of making a report at this session, 
but the past two or three days he has be— 
come quite sanguine of success.

Policy Looming Up--Resuming Opera- 
tions--Two Schemes in Full Blast. 
The police are losing their grip on things al- 
ready, and the hot war waged ou wrong doers 
a few days ago has slackened up and the gam- 
blers and lottery men are coming out of their 
holes again. Shortly after the post-Dis— 
PATCH showed the extensive style and open 
Way in which lottery vendors Were carrying 
on their business in this city the officers 
swooped down on the shops,and a few dars lat- 
er there was not a single shop open in the city 
but one smail scheme known asthe “McCar- 
thy scheme,” The revolution occurred in the 
Board of Police Commissioner and the lot- 
tery men became convinced that while there 
Was so much trouble at headquarters there 
would be no fear of any raids, and they ac- 
cordingly started up. There are now’ two 
schemes running in full blast, the McCarthy 
und the Kentucky. The former was raided 
a few weeks ago, but now, there 
are eleven offices open, and by 
reason of the fact that the Hutchinson lotter- 
ies are closed they are doing an immense 
business. The “Kentucky Lottery now has 
fifteen shops open, andif the sky remains 
as serene for them as it has been during the 
past week, several other shops will open doors 
shortly The drawing is made at Covington, 
Ky.,and telegraphed to Lehndorf & Bruno, 
Whose office is in this city.

RAILROAD ACCIDENT AT VENICE.

Miraculous Escape of the Fireman and 
Engineer from Death. 


About 8 o’clock last night a collision oc- 
curred on the Indianapolis and St. Louis Rail- 
road, about five miles from the Relay Depot 
in Eust St. Louis. Atrain on the Chicago, 
Burlington and Quiney was coming into East 
St. Louis ata rapid rate of speed, being three 
quarters of an hour behind time. When 
it arrived at Venice an extra train of the In- 
dianapolis and St. Louis was overtaken. The 
Indianapolis and St, Louis train consisted of 
about ten flat cars loaded with logs and four 
or five cars loaded with sheep and cattle. To 
the rear of the cattle cars was coupled a ca— 
boose. Which prevented the lights on the In- 
dianapolis and St. Louis from being seen by 


those in charge on the Chicago 
zurlington and Quincy trains. When the l. 
und St. L. train had arrived about 200 feet 


from the large water-tank on the southern 
boundary of Venice, it was overtaken by the 
„ B. and . trainjand run into with great 
violence. The cabooseon the I. and St. I.. 
contained six stock men, two of whom were 
badly bruised; the other four 
escaped With it few scratches. 
The caboose itself was torn into about twenty 
pieces and thrown down an embankment with 
one of the cars loaded with potatoes. The en- 
cine of the C., B. wees Was also thrown off 
the track downthe embankment and broken 
in such a manner as torender repairing im- 
possible. The tireman and engineer were 
onthe engine at this time and narrowly es- 
cuped a violent death. The engine in falling 
struck against a telegraph pole, balancing it- 
self just a sufficient time to enable the tire- 
man and engineer to crawl out before it tum- 


bled down the enbankment. X whole 
car-load of sheep were ditched, 
the majority of which were killed instant!y. 


About 10:50 o’clock this morning, two trains, 
one onthe I. and St. I., and the otheron the 
C B. and ., started for the scene of the 
wreck. About forty men were immediately 
put work to clear the wreck 
to enable trains to pass. 
Twice that number of negroes were already 
on the grounds carrying off large loads of po- 
tatoes and other things scattered promiscu- 
ously on the ground. Part of the caboose of 
the I. and st. L. train was ling across the 
fore part of the C., B. and . 
engine. The men begun to take the 
remains of the engine apart to ship 
for repairs. The caboose and one of the stock 
cars are only it for kindling wood, with the 
exception of the iron work. About three 
huurs hard work cleared the wreck sufticient- 
ly toenable the different roads to resume the 
running of their cars.

Of course the “shorts” all over the 
country are taking advantage of the Mrench 
embargo to hammer the mar- 
ket down, and it takes «a great deal 


of hammering to make it drop, too. It is sure 
to react. Fourteen fifty for April pork is 
simply preposterous when the only reason 
for the decline is the cutting 
off of the French trade. You must under- 
stand that there isa large shortage in the 
hay product this vear, and even 
with this diminished demand there is no 
reason, buta speculative one, why the mar- 
ket should sink to that figure. Still this is a 


great scheme for the shorts. They 
can squeeze out now when they
